Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1919. 

The  Area  of  the  Rural  District  is  29008  acres,  and  the  Population 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1914  is  8425. 

DEATH  RATE  is  12.5  for  every  1,000  persons  living  in  the  district, 
that  for  England  and  Wales  being  13.8 

BIRTH  RATE  is  17.4  children  born  for  every  1,000  persons  living  in 
the  listrict;  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  18.5. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  Eleven  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
this  would  give  a  mortality  of  76  for  every  1,000  children  born, 
that  for  England  and  Wales  being  89. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE  is  *2,  which  is  only  a  decimal  fraction,  but 
of  course  it  should  be  nil,  as  we  were  able  to  report  last  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  40  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 

notified.

Of  the  Diphtheria  cases,  5  were  at  Abbotsbury,  and  the  first  of 
these  started  in  a  house  where  there  had  previously  been  a  case  of 
Erysipelas,  and  here  the  Closet  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  insanitary 
condition,  which  probably  was  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL,  this  is  found  very  useful  in  treating  infectious 
complaints,  4  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  3  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 

removed  to  this  Institution.

Many  inspections  have  been  made  by  your  Inspector  and  iriyself 
under  the  Housing  Act;  at  Preston  and  Sutton  new  houses  are 
required  and  a  scheme  has  been  decided  on;  at  Osm.ington  some 
of  the  cottages  are  being  practically  rebuilt.  In  the  west  og 
the  district  tnere  is  no  increase  of  Population,  and  the  present 
supply  of  houses  is  sufficient  for  the  demand* 

WATER  SUPPLIES.  The  whole  of  the  villages  have  efficient  water 
supplies,  in  most  of  them  the  supply  is  more  than  sufficient,  7 
of  the  Villages  have  piped  supplies  from  the  Y/eymouth  company’s 

Main. 

DRAINAGE .  The  only  Village  with  a  modern  Drainage  Scheme  with 

Disposal  works  is  that  of  wyke  Regis,  this  scheme  is  most  satis¬ 
factory  and  during  the  war  the  two  large  Military  Camps  were 
connected  up  to  the  Sewers  for  drainage.  The  other  Villages 
are  drained  by  means  of  Cesspools,  and  Earth  Closets  are  general 
t  hr  ou  g  hou t  s ame . 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE.  This  work  is  undertaken  only  in  the  village 
of  Wyke  Regis,  the  work  is  let  off  to  a  Contractor  who  collects 
and  disposes  of  the  m  refuse  on  his  farm  about  2$  miles  away 

-from  the  village. 

The  lisposal  of  refuse  in  the  other  villages  is  carried 
out  by  the  occupiers  of  the  various  premises,  who  use  the  refuse 

for  garden  purposes. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  district  Building  By-laws  are 
in  force,  these  by-laws  were  approved  by  the  Local  Government 

Board  before  adoption. 

The  Schools  within  the  district  are  satisfactory  and  well 
kept,  the  sanitary  arrangements  and  water  siipplies  are  sufficient 
for  the  requirements  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of 
Owermoigne  which  requires  water  laid  on.  In  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  breaking  out  in  any  of  the  villages,  the  Schools  are 
specially  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  if  necessary  the  premises  are  disinfected  by  the 
Council.

MILK  SUPPLIES.  This  trade  may  be  considered  satisfactory  through- 
-out  the  district,  and  the  quality  of  the  milk  produced  very  good. 

The  cowsheds  are  fairly  satisfactory  and  have  in  many  cases  been 
considerably  improved  of  late  years,  during  the  period  of 
with  shortage  of  labour  the  buildings  did  not  receive  adequate 
attention  in  regard  to  repairs,  but  now  that  this  trouble  i3 
somewhat  removed  sundry  work  is  being  done  to  several  of  the 
premises.  There  are  55  Registered  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the  district.
